anada’s Youth Science 

Foundation (YSF) has given 

a science-related theme to 

each month of 1985 as part 
of its campaign to make science 
issues a major focus during Inter- 
national Youth Year. The Founda- 
tion, which fosters youth 


involvement in science, is 
encouraging schools and youth 
groups to organize activities on 
topics such as “‘Energy for People’, 
‘Protecting our Environment’’, and 
‘“*Science for Peace’’, which are all 
related to the general ITYY themes of 
Peace, Participation and 
Development. 


Illustrated calendars with profiles of 
Canadian scientists, quotations and 
important dates have been published 
to promote the monthly themes. 
The Foundation has also published 
a 1985 Science Resource Book with 
essays by young people, lists of 
resource material and suggested 
activities for each month of IYY. 


Other Youth Science Foundation 
activities planned for International 
Youth Year include: 


e An international development 
conference in Ottawa in June 1985 
in conjunction with the Canadian 
Student Pugwash Conference (a 
peace movement). 


e A speakers’ bank on science 
issues. The YSF has compiled a 
list of people and groups 
interested in speaking to youth. 
The names and addresses of these 
speakers are categorized by 
province and area of interest. 


e A manual of science activities that 
can be used in summer camps to 
introduce children to science in an 
outdoor setting. 


A program of special awards to 
recognize students’ achievements 
in science. 


The 1985 Canada-Wide Science 
Fair will include participation of 
up to 20 students from developing 
countries, thus emphasizing the 
IYY theme of development.

NOVA SCOTIA YOUTH 


survey of youth groups in 

Nova Scotia has found that 

employment is the number 

one concern of young people 
in that province. The survey was 
done last summer by two university 
students, Patti Towler and Robin 
Wong, working for the provincial 
government’s interdepartmental 
ITY Y Committee. 


The purpose of the survey, says 
Towler, was to identify the concerns 
of youth so that the province could 
plan IYY programs that young 
people really want and need. Towler 
and Wong sent an eight-page ques- 
tionnaire to about 300 youth groups 
during the summer. Respondents 


listed employment, education and 
health issues as their priorities. 


“It seems youth here are most con- 
cerned with practicalities, rather 
than ideology,” says Towler. ““They 
want to know what’s going to be out 
there when they graduate.” 


But she also found that respondents 
were interested in what young 
people in the rest of Canada and the 
world were doing. “They don’t just 
have tunnel-vision,”’ she says.

nder the theme “‘Manitoba 
Youth Moving Ahead”’, the 
Government of Manitoba 
has embarked on an ambi- 
tious strategy for International Youth 
Year. The overall goals are to improve 


a 


youth services and involve youth in 
activities that have lasting benefits. 


To help achieve these goals, the 
government has established a 
Manitoba IYY Office with a full- 
time co-ordinator, two assistant 
co-ordinators, support staff and 
youth animators in various commu- 
nities. As well, a Manitoba Organiz- 
ing Committee comprised of 21 
regional youth representatives has 
been formed. A larger advisory 
committee of about 400 members 
will also be involved in maintaining 
wide-spread youth participation in 
planning activities for the Year. 
Some of the activities that the pro- 
vince has already initiated include a 
detailed survey of youth programs 
and services in each government 
department and a publicity cam- 
paign to usher in IYY. 


Provincial Youth Council 
Formed 


In addition, the first province-wide 
youth conference planned by and for 
young people was held October 27 
and 28, with financial assistance 
from the IYY grants program. 


The conference established a Pro- 
vincial Youth Council to represent 
youth before all levels of govern- 
ment and the private sector and to 
bring together youth-serving 
organizations. 


The conference also featured work- 
shops on various topics including 
education, employment, women’s 
issues and international concerns.
